I have  the  honour  to  present- my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1945. 

The  birth  rate,  though  continuing  high  for  Hale,  is  still 
below  that  for  England  and  Wales,  The  number  of  births  slightly 
exceeded  the  number'  of  'deaths  during  the  year  so  that' ’the  increase 
of  population  continues.  Among  the  births  it  is  regrettable  to 
have  to  report  that  10  were  illegitimate.  This  number  is  high 
for  Hale  and  may  be  assumed  t'o‘  'result  from  the  post  war  social 
conditions. 

As  you  Will  see  from  the  body  of  the  Report  there  were  no 
deaths  from  Puerperal  causes.'  ' 

The  Infant  Mortality  rate  'compares  favourably  with  that  of 
the  country  as  a whole. 

Cancer  deaths  continue  to  be  high  being  due,  most  likely, 
to  the  incidence  of  age  such  as  prevails  in  a district  like  Hale. 

c Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  continues  to  be  fairly 
satisfactory.  Excepting  children  under  one  year  of  age,  whose 
immunisation  is  not  usually  recommended,  the  rate  both  for 
children  under  five  and  thosO'Over  five  is  upwards  of  70 ft.  The 

continued  absence  of  Diphtheria  cases  would  seem  to  suggest  that 
immunisation  is  having  its  desired  effect.  The  two  cases  of 
Diphtheria  notified  occurred  in  adults  who  had  not  been  immunised.

The  number  of  births  registered  in  the  distriot  was  18.  In 
addition  to  these,  104  belonging  to  the  district,  but  registered 
elsewhere,  have  been  added,  making  a total  of  152  - 3 less  than 
last  year,  and  10  less  than  the  peak  year  in  1910,  when  162  births 
were  recorded. 

This  gives  a birth-rate  of  i3*47  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
as  compared  with  16. 1 for  England  and  Wales. 


INFANT  MORTALITY.

Apart  from  Measles  the  district  was  notably  free  from  infectious 
disease.

Disinfection  was  carried  out  as  in  previous  years  by  spraying 
infected  rooms  with  formalin  solution  and  fumigating  with  vapour.

The  Cheshire  County  Council  make  arrangements  for  the  examination 
of  specimens  in  the  detection  of  venereal  diseases. 


AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

(a)  Infectious  cases  are  removed  in  Motor.  Ambulances  arranged  by 
the' North  Cheshire  Joint  Hospital  Board. 

(b)  Two  Motor  Ambulances  are  provided  by  the  Hale  and  Bowdon 
Joint  Fire  and  Ambulance  Committee ; the  service  is  adequate.  The 
Ambulances  are  available  both  day  and  night  for  the  removal  of  cases 
of  accident  or  sudden  illness;  they  are  also  available  for  the 
removal  of  cases  requiring  hospital  or  surgical  treatment,  by 
arrangement . 


Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

Through  the  local  Nursing  Association  the  services  of  six  nurses 
are  available  for  general  nursing.  The  Association  is  entirely 
voluntary . 

There  are  also  arrangements  in  force  whereby  the  services  of 
these  nurses  can  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Council,  when 
required  in  connection  with  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Work. 

Private  nurses  are  available  from  various  Nurses'  Homes  situate 
in  Manchester  and  the  neighbouring  districts. 

MIDWIVES . 

There  is  no  employment  of  (or  subsidy  to)  practising  midwives  in 
the  district,  by  this  Council,  as  the  Midwives'  Act  is  administered  by 
the  Cheshire  County  Council. 


Hospital  Accommodation. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES . 

The  North  Cheshire  Joint  Hospital  Board,  of  which  this  Council 
ij  one  of  the  Constituent  Authorities,  have,  by  the  terms  of  an 
agreement  with  the  Manchester  Corporation,  the  use  of  45  beds  in 
Monsall  Hospital,  belonging  to  the  Manchester  Corporation,  for  cases 
of  Infectious  Disease,  and  an  option,  subject  to  six  months1  notice 
during  the  subsistence  of  the  agreement,  for  the  further  use  of  an 
additional  number  of  beds  not  exceeding  ten.

Also,  by  the  terms  of  the  above  Agreement,  the  Manchester 
Corporation  will  receive  and  treat  at  their  Clayton  Hospital  such 
eases  of  small  Pox  occurring  within  the  district  as  may  be  sent  to 
such  xiospital  by  the  Board. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 


The  Board  have  the  call  on  ten  beds  in  Baguley  Sanatorium  for 
the  accommodation  and  treatment  of  cases  of  Phthisis  occurring 
within  the  area. 


There  are  no  treatment  centres  or  clinics  other  than  the  one 
established  under  the  Maternity  and  Child  vi/elfare  Scheme. 
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Hospital  Contributions. 

The  Council  subscribes  to  and  make  direct  arrangements  with  the 
following  Hospitals;-  • 

The  Royal  Infirmary,  Manchester  - General  Medical  and  Surgical, 
y St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  Manchester  - Maternity  Oases. 

■■The  Manchester  and  Salford  Hospital  for  Diseases  of  the  Skin. 

The  General  Hospital,  Altrincham  - Consisting  of  100  beds, 

affording  Medical  Surgical,  X-ray,  Electrical  and  Massage 
Treatment. 

The  Royal  Manchester  Children’s  Hospital. 

The  Altrincham  and  District  Orthopaedic  After-Care  Clinic. 

The  whole  of  the  above  Hospitals  are  maintained  by  voluntary 
contributions. 

Other  voluntary  Hospitals,  situate  in  the  City  of  Manchester, 
are  available  for  the  reception  and  treatment  cf  patients  from  the 
district  cf  Hale, .and  arrangements  exist  with  the  Cheshire  County 
Council  for  the  admission  of  maternity  cases  to  Southfields  Maternity 
Home,  where  home  .conditions  or  potential  complications  warrant  it. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  CENTRE. 

This  Centre  is  in  a central  position,  and  is  provided  by  the 
Council  with  subsidy.  Sessions  are  held  every  Wednesday,  With  the 
exception  of  the  first  Wednesday  in  each  manth,  when  the  Ante-Natal 
Clinic  is  held.  The  total  number  of  sessions  held  during  the  year 
was  37. 


The  Centre  is  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  assisted  by  a nurse  and  staff  of  voluntary  workers. 
It  gives  great  pleasure  once  again  to  express  appreciation  of  the 
work  done  by  these  ladies.

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ANTE- NATAL  CLINIC. 


Sessions  are  held  once  every  month  (Wednesday  afternoons)  under 
■:the  supervision  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  assisted  by  the 
Health  Visitor.  ..Soutine  examinations  are  carried  out,  advice  given, 
and  necessary  information  forwarded  to  the  midwife  or  medical 
"practitioner  engag.ed.;to  attend  at  the  time  of  confinement. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  Dr.  A,  Vernon  Bailey, 

Consulting  Obstetrician,  to  whom  cases  can  be  referred  and  interviewed 
at  his  private  consulting  rooms,  2,  St.  John  Street,  Manchester. 
Arrangements  can  also  be  made  for  the  Specialist  to  be  in  personal 
attendance  at  the  Clinic.

No  patients  were  referred  to  the  Consulting  Obstetrician  during 
the  year,  but  two  cases  were  referred  to  St.  Mary's  Hospital,  and 
subsequently  admitted  for  conf inement s. 

Eleven  expectant  mothers  were  admitted  to  the  Southfields  County 
Maternity  Home  during  the  year.  . 

Two  mothers  attended  the  Centre  for  post-natal  examination. 

DENTAL  'TBEATMENT, 

Free  dental  treatment  is  available  to  Ante-Natal  patients  in 
necessitous  cases.  During  the  year  no  patients  received  treatment 
at  the  expense  of  the  Council. 

CASE  OP  PREMATUxlE  INFANTS. 

Consideration  has  been  given  to  Circular  20/44  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health  on  the  above-named  subject.  The  Council  have' taken  action 
to  secure  accurate  information  as  to  prematurity  by  asking  Medical 
Practitioners  and  Midwives- to  indicate  on  birth  notification  cards  the 
weight  of  the  baby  at  birth..  It  is  intended  that  the  Services  of  the 
Health  Visitor  and  Home  Help.shall.be  particularly  directed  to  any  such 
cases  as  are  .born  at  home. 

There  are  no  Maternity  Hospitals  under  the  Council’ s control  so 
that  the  question  Of  special,  provision  in  such  Hospitals  .does  hot 
arise  as  far  as  this  Council. is  concerned. 

The  Ambulance  available  in  this  area  .is  provided  With  Oxygen 
apparatus  as  recommended,  for  the  transport ■ of  premature  babies. 


HOME  HELP  SEHVICE. 

The  Council  have  one  full-time  home  help  and  part-time 
assistance,  but  the  needs  are  such  that  consideration  is  -Being  given 
to  the  engagement  of  a second  full-time  help..  . During  the' yen?  helps 
were  engaged  for  23  cases  of  which  14  were  in  respect  of  maternity 
cases ; and  9 in  respect  of  general • illness . ' The  usual  duration 

of  the  home  help's  engagement  on  each  case  is  a fortnight.’' 


ORTHOPAEDIC  TREATMENT. 


Treatment  is  available  for  children  from  this  area  at  the 
Altrincham  Orthopaedic  Olinic,  which  is  supported  by  voluntary 
contributions.  • The  Clinic  meets  on  Tuesday  afternoons  at  the 
Altrincham  General  Hospital,  and  ic  under  the  supervision  of 
Mr.  H.  Poston,  P.R.C.S.

PREVENTION  OF  BLINDNESS. 

No  action  was  necessary  under  Section  176  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  for  the  prevention  of  blindness  or  for  treatment  of  persons 
suffering  from  any  disease  or  injury  to  the  eyes. 


MATERNAL  MORTALITY, 

No  maternal  deaths  were  notified  in  this  area  during  1945.

CARE  -OF  ILLEGITIMATE  CHILDREN. 

The  number  of  illegitimate  children  born  in  the  district  is 
very  small,  10-  ~ a high  figure  for  Hale  - being  recorded  during  the 
year. 


Although  there  is  no  Institution  in  this  area  for  the  reception 
of  unmarried  mothers,-  arrangements  can  -be  made  with  the  County  Council 
for  their  admission  to  a Maternity  Home  for  the  period  covered  by 
their  confinement.  The  Dioeesan  Moral  Welfare  Officer  is  in  close 
contact  with  many  ox  these  cases.

I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1945. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCEb  OP  TnE  AREA. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  long  delayed  scheme  for  providing  mains  water  to  23  properties 
in  the  added  area -of  Ringway  was  finally  executed  during  the  year,  with 
the  result  that  there  are  now  only  ten  houses,  all  in  the  isolated 
parts  of  the  area,  which  are  .without  mains  water. 

Mains,  water  is  supplied  by  the  Manchester  Corporation,  and  a 
constant  supply  of  excellent  quality  is.  maintained.  Supply  is  in  all 
cases  direct  to  -the  .houses , stanapipes  being'  non-existent  in  the  area. 

I am  indebted  to  the' Engineer  of  the  Manchester  Corporation 
'Waterworks  for 'the  .following  information  with  regard  to  the  supply;- 

"The  water  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

Bacteriological  examinations  are  made  of  the  raw  water  and  of 

the  water  going  into 'Supply.  In  the  latter  case*  out  of  158 

samples  tested,  107’ were  found  to  be  free  from  col if orm  bacteria. 

•The  results  .of  the  chemical  analysis  .were  satisfactory. 

As  a precaution  against  pi umbo- solvent  action,  the  water  is 

treated  with  hydrated  lime.  This  reduces  the  lead  content  of 
■ -water  after  standing  for  20  hours  in  lead  service  pipes  to 
• about  .20  part  per  million,  "• 

SANITARY  'ACCOMMODATION. 

In  the  district  there  remain  only  49  pail  closets,  but  the 
absence  of  available  sewers  and  mains  water  supply  prevents  the 
installation  of  water  closets  at  the  houses  which  are  at  present 
served  by  these,  conveniences.

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

No  statutory  nuisance  has  been  detected  at  the  two  factory 
chimneys  which  have  in  the  past  given  cause  for  complaint.

One  house  was  found  to  be  infested  with  tugs  during  the  year,  but 
was  cleared  after  fumigation  with  sulphur  dioxide.

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In  considering  these  tabulated  results  it  should  be  borne  in 
mind  that  the  figures  marked  with  an  Asterisk  (*)  refer  to  tests  which 
are  not  supported  by  any  legal  standard,  and  whilst  they  form  a useful 
guide  it  is  not  practicable  to  take  strong  action  with  regard  to  them. 

The  results  as  a whole  give  a very  unsatisfactory  picture.  Only 
the  Pasteurised  and  Heat-trtat  ed  Milks  came  reasonably  up  to  standard. 
Unsatisfactory  samples  in  the  area  .were  followed  by  visits  to  the 
producers,  and  those  produced  outside  the  area  were  notified  to  the 
authorities  in  whose  district  the  milk  was  produced. 

• It  is  gratifying  to  record  that  all  the  samples  taken  were  free 
from  Tuberculosis  ~ not  .one  positive  result  has  figured  in  the  past 
thirty-nine,

The  Council  continue  to  act  as  agents  for  the  Cheshire ■ County 
Council  in  executing  their  functions  under  the  Rats  & Mice 
Bestruction  Act  and  The  Infestation  Order,  1943  > insofar  as  non- 
agricultural  premises  are  concerned. 

The  primary  work  of  investigation  is  carried  out  by  myself  and 
the  actual  baiting  by  one  of  the  Council ' s .workmen,  trained  in 
disinfestation  methods. 


39  premises  were  found  to  be  infested  during  the  year,  although 
the  infestations  were  generally  small,  and  more  often  than  not 
associated  with  poultry  keeping.  in  26  cases  the  work  of 
disinf estat ion  was  successfully  undertaken  by  the  Council}  in  the 
other  cases  follow-up  visits  showed  that  the  responsible  person  had 
succeeded  in  eliminating  the  rats  by  his  own  efforts. 

In  addition  periodic  treatments  at  least  once  every  three 
months  are  carried  out  at  the  Council*  s Tip  and  Sewage  Works. 


DISINFESTATION  01  SEWERS  - 

A re-treatment  and  maintenance  treatment  carried  out  on  those 
sewer  manholes,  19  in  number,  which  the  original  baiting  showed  to 
contain  rats,  gave  no  ’ takes'  , and  one  can  safely  assume  that  the 
number  of  rats  in  Kale  sewers  is  negligible.
